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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blaha 
(US 5,469,504; cited and applied for the first time). 

Refer to Fig. 1 , column 5, lines 57 - 67, and column 6, line 66 - column 7, line 1 5 
where the claimed invention reads on Blaha as follows. The first central office of claim 
1 and the central office of claim 3 read on the EXTERNAL TELEPHONIC NETWORK 
16 in Fig. 1 of Blaha. The first call processing node of claim 1 reads on the 
SUBNETWORK SWITCH A 14A. The claimed communication device has to be 
inherent because Blaha plainly teaches its functions of call transfer/enhanced call 
processing. 

The selected call processing node of claim 1 , the second call processing node of 
claim 2 and the first call processing node of claim 3 can all read orrthe SUBNETWORK 
SWITCH B 14B. And the second network of claim 3 reads on the subnetwork 1 1B. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dickerman et al. teach an intelligent network operator console 
with enhanced services based on context of calls that are transferred form the intelligent 
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overlay network. Slutsman et al. teach call processing in a number portability 
environment utilizing a subnetwork of LRN capable switches. Shtivelman et al. teach a 
feature of transferring data associated with calls. Ibezim et al. teach a system whereby 
an edge switch determines whether to route the telephone call via a toll tandem office 
for further processing where the edge switch and the toll tandem office can be read as 
being from different subnetworks.
